Tricks to 8l Mines and Deosive the Pur-
olagers—Oard Playing and Digging

It is not strange that there is gamb-
ling in theso “camps,” for to mont of
those engaged in it mining is simply
gnmbling. Miny a man tells me, “1
Have put into the ground every doliae
I conld save, but I never made a dol.
lor from it yet. My turn will come
some day.” It seemsno worse to them
to visk everything on the throw of a
card than on the thrast of a spade,
By night they repeént in the saloons
their cccupation by day in the mines,
Gamblers in cards olaim that these
speculators might as well lose their
money to them 8% 1o other gamblers in
stocks, It is hazard everywhere, and
the air is impregnated with speculation
ns with ozone.  Ooly for the fow who
have the eapital to purchase all know.
ledge, to companss all risks, to furnish
Il moehivery, and endure sil delays,
can it become a legitimate business,
Such ones |n1i possibly, be as safo in
this mining business as in any other.

Yet the keenest may  be  imposed.
on.  An old California miner told me
of an expert assayer, who had avoided
every snare.  He had the habit of 1ak-
ing into the mine he wad to tost, bags
in which he carefully deposited the
specimens he found, tying, labeling
and sealing them, then carr ying them
in the cars to his own home  Tlis re-
ports gained implioit belief, bonee the
greater desive to deceive him, A man
onve followed him to the tram with
£350, and bribed the porter of the slecp-
ing car, into whose charge the hags
had been committed, to leave them
with him for half an hour.  Ho then,
by means of fine metaliic syringes in-
jeoted into the bags certain solutions,
chlorides, I think, of gold and silver,
and retarned them unopened to the
porter’s custody,  The nssayer, unsus-
picious, tested every sample in bulk to
find the amount of ‘silver and gold,and
made a very sanguine report.
